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Apportionment Must Be On 
Population: Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - City 
voters were armed today with 
a smashing Supreme Court vic­ 
tory that will probably remake 
to their advantage almost all 
state legislatures. 
This change will not neces­ 
sarily affect the next election. 
The high court allowed plenty 
of leeway for accommodation 
to the new principle. 
In historic opinions involving 
six states, the court ruled Mon­ 
day that seats in both Houses 
of a state legislature must be 
based "a s nearly as practic­ 
able” on population. The votes 
ranged from 9 to 6 to 3, with 
Justice John M. Harlan dissent­ 
ing in all cases. 
The court held that the make­ 
up of legislatures in Alabama, 
Virginia, Maryland, New York, 
Delaware a n d Colorado now 
run counter to the U.S. Consti­ 
tution. These cases go back to 
those states for further pro­ 
ceedings. 


Guarantee Protection 
Chief 
Justice 
Earl 
Warren 
said only by fashioning legisla­ 
tive d i s t r i c t s approximate­ 
ly equal in population could the 
states afford voters the Consti­ 
tution’s guarantee of the “ equal 
protection of the law s.” 
The series of opinions pro­ 
duced about 65,000 words from 
the four justices who gave their 
views. 
The opinions 
weighed 
two pounds and about equalled 
the thickness of the San Fran­ 
cisco telephone directory. 
This avalanche was part of 
the court’s push toward adjourn­ 
ment next Monday of its term. 
Before delivering the reappor­ 
tionment 
opinions, 
the 
court 
made more history in federal- 
state relations. In ruling 5 to 4 
that 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment’s 
privilege against self-incrimina­ 
tion applies in states as well as 
federal proceedings, the court 
overturned more than 50 years 
of constitutional precedent. 
The court also held that a 


state witness may not be com­ 
pelled to give testimony which 
may incriminate him under fed­ 
eral law.

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Apportionment Must Be On 
Population: Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — City 
voters were armed today with 
a smashing Supremo Court vic­ 
tory that will probably remake 
to their advantage almost all 
state legislatures. 
This change will not neces­ 
sarily affect the next election. 
The high court allowed plenty 
of leeway for accommodation 
to the new principle. 
In historic opinions involving 
six states, the court ruled Mon­ 
day that seats in both Houses 
of a state legislature must be 
based "as nearly as practic­ 
able" on population. The votes 
ranged from 9 to fi to 3, with 
Justice John M. Harlan dissent 
ing in all cases. 
The court held that the make 
up of legislatures in Alabama 
Virginia. Maryland. New York 
Delaware a n d Colorado now 
run counter to the U.S. ( onsti 
tution. These eases go back to 
those states for further pro 
ceedings. 
Guarantee Protection 
Chief 
Justice 
Earl 
Warren 
said only by fashioning legisla 
tive d i s t r i c t s approximate 
ly equal in population could the 
states afford voters the Consti­ 
tution’s guarantee of the "equal 
protection of the laws.” 
The series of opinions pro­ 
duced about 65,000 words from 
the four justices who gave their 
views. 
The 
opinions 
weighed 
two pounds and about equalled 
the thickness of the San f r a n ­ 
cisco telephone directory. 
This avalanche was part of 
the court’s push toward adjourn 
ment next Monday of its term. 
Before delivering the reappor­ 
tionment 
opinions, 
the 
court 
made more history in federal- 
state relations. In ruling 5 to 4 
that 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment’s 
privilege against self-incrimina­ 
tion applies in states as well as 
federal proceedings, the court 
overturned more than 50 years 
of constitutional precedent. 
The court also held that a 


state witness may not be com­ 
pelled to give testimony which 
may incriminate him under fed­ 
eral law.
